CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITY BOOMS 


The Construction Division reports that during the 12-month period 
ending June 30, 1966 it processed 147 construction projects worth 
$369,385,191. Here's the breakdown: 45 projects awarded, $57,634,706; 
48 completed, $97,133,402; 54 under way, $114,617,083. There were 

62 projects on the books at the beginning of the fiscal year (July 1, 
1965) worth $125,000,000. 


So far this fiscal year (July 1, 1966 through April 21) a total of 
$80,839,679.51, divided among 73 separate projects, has been 
awarded. Another 13 contracts, worth $2,024,198.06 are awaiting 
award, and eight more contracts have been advertised this year, 
which are certain to be awarded.

This adds up to 86 contracts /in the award stage worth $82,863,877.57, 
and we have until June 30 to award and advertise additional contracts. 


The greatest previous year was 1962-63 when $77,674,342.55 in contracts 
was awarded.
